Another  summer  chapel 
was  erected  for  those  living  in 
the  extremities  of  the  parish  in 
the  Sand  Hills  section  of 
Scituate.  A night  school  was 
also  established  for  Italian 
immigrants  to  learn  how  to 
read  and  write  English. 

The  parish  continued  to 
grow  , so  that  assistants  were 
assigned  to  the  Scituate 
chapels.  In  May  1921.  the  late 
Cardinal  Richard  Cushing  was 
assigned  to  Cohasset  until  the 
summer  assistants  were  ap- 
pointed. Cardinal  Cushing  re- 
turned in  1949  to  offer  a 
Solemn  Pontifical  Mass  on  his 
first  parish  grounds,  to  com- 
memorate the  first  Mass  said 
in  Cohasset  100  years  earlier. 

Pratt  recalled  the  episode  of 
the  small  statue  of  St.  An- 
thony. a carved  wooden  statue 
made  in  the  Azores  for  Mrs. 
Ignatia  Concepcion  Prates  to 
bring  to  America.  The  statue 


became  lost  during  the  jour- 
ney. and  after  many  prayers 
the  statue  was  discovered  and 


returned  to  serve  as  the  first 
statue  in  the  first  St.  An- 
thony’s Church.
